sive training preparatory to oversea 
service. On July 26. 1.9IS. the regi- 
ment sailed' from Hoboken on the 
S.S. Kroonland and landed in Brest. 
France, on August S. 1918. 
They 


took part In the major operations of 
tbe St. Mihiel .offensive September 
12 and 13 of 1918.and In the Woevre 
Sector. September 14 to 25 of the 
same year. • From September 26 to 
November 11 they operated between 
Mense and Moselle. 
Following the 


signing of tbe armistice, the regi- 
ment was a unit of the Army of Oc- 
cupation and remained in Germany 
until May 25. 1919. 
They returned 


to the States on Jrfly 3 of that year. 


The outfit saw service JUi Europe 


for about a year, the individual com- 
panies being 'assigned to various 
duties incidental to winning the 
World War. 
Their stay in Germany 


lasted six months »nd during that 
period they were stationed along the 
Moselle river from Cocbem to Guls. 
near Coblenx.

down on bread, potatoes, pastry, 
butter and cream, in an effort to re- 
duce their weight, but win continue 
to drink large quantities of water 
and other liquids, because liquids do 
not put on fat. 


Strictly speaking, liquids do not 


put on fat tissue, but they do put 
on weight and they do prevent fat 
from being used up as readily as it 
would be were the liquid* not taken. 


It isn't a matter of water not be- 


ing good for all mankind. Water is 
the very nm thing needed to main-' 
tain the proper working of the body. 
Just as food Is needed to provide the 
structure of the body. 


But the body at all times ha* a 


good aupply of water on hand, and 
only needs a certain amount every 
day to keep Its needs supplied. 


Just as you see storage tanks o 


water on the roofs of factories to be 
used in an emergency, so all your 
tissue* have a goodly supply of 
water stored away.
